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Zo A new approach in the Commnist inspired anti~imperialism propaganda campaign 
is reportedly being prepared for sctivation in Central America, On the 
basis of alleged United truit Company (UFC) operations in Honduras » the 
Commmist propagandists will assert that the UFC is planning to develop vast 
coffees lands in an attempt to acquire a preeminent position in coffee, as 
it has in the growing of bananas, The dire consequenses which this undertaking 
would have on the economy of El Salvador and Guatemala and the resultant 
hardships to coffee laborers and snall coffee growers will be nade manifest. 
El Salvador and Guatemala are to be played up as the two Central American 
countries which have refused to give in to the UFC
